HOW TO KEEP GIDEH SWEET 


Missouri College of Agriculture Gives 
a Pointer. 


Cider may la* kepi either perfectly 
Tweet or with whatever “head” the 
taste of the user suggests, according 
to Miss Carrie PanocasL of the Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture. 
It may 
be canned immediately or allowed to 
^tand for a few’ days, but in either 
'■ase the method used includes filling 
jars with the cider and 
adding 
a 
tablespoonful of sugar to each quart, 
I desired. 
Place the rubber and top 
in position and tighten partially, in 
'•ase of glass jars; of if tin is used. 
cap and tip the cans. 
An ordinary wash tub or similar 
vessel may be used 
in 
sterilizing. 
Laths or tin boards should 
be 
laid 
icross the bottom to avoid heating 
Hie glass too rapidly and cracking it. 
Hut in water enough to fill an inch 
or two above the jars, heat to boiling, 
put the jars in, and let boiling con­ 
tinue for ten minutes. 
The remove, 
tighten the covers, and 
invert 
in 
order to test the lids while cooling. 
Other processes that may be used 
Involve sterilizing for eight minutes 
with a w aler seal outfit, 
for 
four 
minutes under five pounds’ pressure 
with a steam pressure outfit, or for 
two minutes with an aluminum pres- 
ure cooker.

Keeping Silage. 


Frequently the loss at the top o 
the silo is considerable, sometimes a. 
much as eighteen inches 
in 
depth 
This is unnecessary if the proper care 
is taken. 
There are 
a 
number 
of 
ways to prevent the loss, but the best 
I have ever seen is wet sawdust. This 
when placed in a layer of about foul 
inches in depth and well tramped wilt 
prevent practically all loss of silage* 
It can be* drawn up in sacks or blown 
in through the blower. 
I have known 
it to save several tons of silage. 


Increasing Capacity of Silos. 


About four feet can be added to the 
height of any silo that, has no roo 
by sim ply placing four-foot hog wire 
around the top. Ensilage is filled in t< 
top of this w ire and in a few hour. 
it w ill have settled to the level of tin 
silo. 
Sometimes the ensilage in set 
tling has carried the w ire down with 
it. 
This can be prevented by support 
ing the w ire with two by tours or wit I 
gas pipes. 


Putting by Corn in the Silo. 


W e used to think then* were bu 
four or live days in which silage could 
be made. 
W h ile there is a coni para 
live ly short time that the silage is at 
its best we really have from the tim* 
the corn is w ell dented until Febru 
ary in which silage can be made. 
Ii 
has now become a common practice 
to put shock corn in the silo. 
In tim 
way the silo can he filled twice anc 
be made to do double duty. 
It is nee 
essarv, however, to put w ater on th 
fodder when it goes in. 
The drier tin 
fodder tho more water. 
W hen tho! 
on gilly dry equal weights 
of 
wall*: 
and fodder should be put in. 
If watei 
is handy and plentiful this is not <1 ii 
ficult, as the same engine that ram 
the ensilage cutter could 
run 
the 
pump.
